Surging resident-on-resident violence rarely investigated by state

innesotais failing to investigate thou- 
sands of cases every year of what is 
now the most widespread form of 
physical abuse in senior care homes: 
resident-on-resident violence. 

The state Department of Health has received more 
than 20,000 complaints in the past five years alleg- 
ing aggressive behavior by residents, including head- 
butting, punching, shoving and sexual groping. Most 
of them were never investigated by the agency charged 
with protecting vulnerable seniors in licensed care 
facilities, state records show. 

Last year alone, more than 4,000 complaints of 
resident-on-resident abuse went uninvestigated by 
the Health Department. 

When state inspectors do investigate such inci- 
dents, they usually exonerate the facilities and their 
staff, according to a Star Tribune review of hundreds of 
investigative reports. In most cases, inspectors faulted 


The records also show that state officials seldom 
notify police or prosecuting authorities about resi- 
dent-on-resident altercations. 

“These are thousands of human tragedies that could 
be avoided with even minimal oversight,” said Nancy 
Fitzsimons, a professor at Minnesota State University, 
Mankato, and chair ofa state committee on abuse and 
neglect of vulnerable adults. “It’s distressing enough to 
move aloved one intoa facility. People should not have 
to worry about them being attacked by a roommate.” 

Left unchecked, a single abusive resident can cause 
immense pain and distress. 

At an assisted-living facility in Hugo, an elderly 
male resident with dementia tormented a female resi- 
dent for six months in 2015 before the staffintervened, 
according to a state investigative report. The man stole 
her walker, hit her so hard that her eyeglasses flew off, 
stabbed her in the eyebrow with a pen and smashed 
a glass picture frame over her head, sending glass all

WASHINGTON - Democrats swept the 
suburbs in state and local elections in two

WASHINGTON - A second 
woman emerged Monday to 
accuse Roy Moore of sexually 
assaulting her as a teenager 
in the late 1970s, this time in a 
locked car, further roiling the 
Alabama Republican’s candi- 
dacy for an open Senate seat. 
Moore strongly denied it, even 
as his own party’s leaders inten- 
sified their efforts to push him 
out of the race. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell tookaremark- 
ably personal swipe. “I believe 
the women,” he said, marking 
an intensified effort by leaders 
to ditch Moore before a Dec. 12 
special election that has swung 
from an assured GOP victory to 
one that Democrats could con- 
ceivably win. 

Moore abruptly calledanews 
conference in Gallant, Ala., after 
a tearful Beverly Young Nel- 
son’s detailed the new allega- 
tions to reporters in New York. 

“I can tell you without hesi- 
tation this is absolutely false. I 
never did what she said I did. I 
don’t even know the woman,” 
Moore said. 

He signaled he has no inten- 
tion of ending his candidacy, 
launching a fundraising appeal 
to “God-fearing conservatives” 
to counter his abandonment by 
Washington Republicans. 

McConnelland Moore essen- 
tially declared open war on each 
other. The Senate leader said the

Ag health 
co-ops may 
jar market

Minnesota farmers are sizing 
up a new crop of health plans 
after struggling for years with 
skyrocketing premiums and 
diminished insurance options. 

Lawmakers blessed the new 
coverage from agricultural co- 
ops earlier this year in legisla- 
tion on the troubled individual 
insurance market under the fed- 
eral Affordable Care Act. 

Some fear the co-ops could 
hurt the individual market 
by pulling large numbers of 
healthy farmers from arisk pool 
that’s already smaller and more 
costly than expected. But there 
are doubts about the immedi- 
ate impact of the co-ops, since 
organizers face a big challenge 
in explaining a new program at 
atime when many farmers have 
been busy with a late harvest. 

“Tt is damn hard to set up an 
insurance company,” said Roger 
Feldman, an emeritus professor 
of health care finance at the 
University of Minnesota. 

Farmers are among the
